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Senate Passes New 
Court Martial Code 


Early enactment of the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice was virtually assured 
this week as the Senate passed, with 
amendments, legislation which already 
had attained House approval. 

During action on the new code, which 
provides for a sweeping reform of mili- 
tary justice administration, the Senate 
voted some 45 amendments to the House 
bill, but these amendments are directed 
almost exclusively at changes in verbiage 
rather than at substantive alteration of 
the legislation. 

Therefore, it is possible that the House 
will vote to accept the Senate amend- 
ments without the necessity of a confer- 
ence. If this procedure be adopted, the 
bill likely will be sent to the President 
within the next few weeks. 

After Senator McCarran (D-Nev), had 
sought on the Senate floor 3 Feb., to have 
the bill committed to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, H. R. 4080, establishing the uni- 
form code, was passed by a vote of 62 
to 9. 

The legislation resulted from a report 
made by a committee appointed by the 
late Secretary of Defense James For- 
restal. Professor Edmund M. Morgan of 
the Harvard University Law School was 
chairman, with Mr. Felix Larkin, now 
General Counsel of the Department of 
Defense, as executive secretary. 

During the Senate debate, Senator 
Wayne Morse (R-Oreg), a member of the 
Armed Services Committee, opposed 
passage of the legislation. He contended 
that the bill “represents a compromise 
between justice, as I have always thought 
we understood it in this country, and a 
so-called mlitary idea of justice advanced 
by many honorable and well-intentioned 
officers of our Armed Services who, how- 
ever, feel that justice for the civilian is 
one thing but justice for a member of 
this country’s Armed Services is some- 
thing different.” 

Senator Morse submitted an amend- 
ment, voted down by the Senate, which 
would have stripped commanding officers 
of control over the court martial system. 
“Until we break the control of com- 
manders we jeopardize the doing of justice 
within the court martial system of our 
Military Establishment,” he declared. 

Leading the floor debate in favor of the 
measure was Senator Estes Kefauver 
(D-Tenn) of the Armed Services Commit- 
tee, who reported that the legislation 
provides at least 10 improvements “which 
give additional protection to a service- 
man.” 

Senator Kefauver noted, for example, 
that it will be a court-martial offense for 
a commanding officer to attempt to influ- 
ence a court or reprimand members for 
their action. 

Among other salient features of the 
bill is a requirement which stipulates that 
an accused serviceman must be repre- 
sented by a lawyer. Previous legislation 
has ordered that legal counsel be fur- 
nished only if available. 

In this regard, Service representatives

AF Separation Ruling 

The Air Force has released instruc- 
tions which, in some cases, will permit 
the retention of Reserve officers, chosen 
to be separated under the economy pro- 
gram, for periods longer than 60 days. 

Originally, it was announced that all 
Reserve officers selected to be separated 
would be out of service within 60 days 
of notification. 

The Air Force now reports that if the 
mission of a command would be severely 
handicapped by such separation, an ‘offi- 
cer’s active duty status may be length- 
ened. Likewise, if an emergency situation 
develops where the officer or a dependent 
is hospitalized, he may be continued on 
active duty. 

Likewise, if an officer would become 
eligible for voluntary retirement, he may 
be continued on active duty up to one 
year. A year extension is also provided 
if the officer would complete 10 years’ 
active Federal commissioned service with- 
in that period, and a similar years’ ex- 
tension is to be offered to officers who will 
reach the age of 60 within that time. 

Conversely, if Reserve officers slated 
for separation apply for release from ac- 
tive duty, this may be effected before 
expiration of the 60 day period.

Bad Service Housing 
Speeds Action on Bill 


The Senate this week passed legislation 
authorizing approximately $500,000,000 
for military public works and construc- 
tion, and the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee held hearings on a similar meas- 
ure—a principal feature of which will 
provide thousands of additional housing 
units for the Army, Navy and Air Force. 

Testimony before the House commit- 
tee revealed that the Armed Forces have 
received FHA approval for 31,175 Wherry 
Act family housing units and are process- 
ing applications for another 28,000 quar- 
ters under the mortgage-insured legisla- 
tion. 

On 9 Feb., the Senate passed S. 2440, 
a military public works and construction 
bill similar to the House measure, H. R. 
7008. 

Emphasizing to the Senate the need for 
housing, Senator Millard Tydings (D-Md), 
chairman of the Armed Services Commit- 
tee, declared: “We have soldiers in 
Alaska who are living in such conditions, 
that, if the son of any Senator were there 
we would hear some of the finest oratory 
we have ever listened to on the floor of 
the Senate. They are living in most crude 
conditions there, far away from all amuse- 
ments, in the Arctic night, which is very 
long. They are living there without prop- 
er housing, without proper recreation 
facilities.” 

Senator Tydings said “it is an outrage 
to put men in the neighborhood of the 
Arctic Circle or above it and not give 
them decent places in which to live and 
not afford them reasonable recreation.” 

Service spokesmen, testifying on H. R. 
7008, a public works end construc- 
tion bill introduced by Representative 
Carl* Vinson (D-Ga.), emphasized that 
the Wherry Act will meet only part of 
the current critical housing requirement. 
They told House members that junior offil- 
cers and enlisted personnel, in most cases, 
will not be able to pay the rents generally 
being established for these privately-built 
quarters. 

Under provisions of H.R. 7008, the Army 
would be granted $39,171,000 to build 2374 
units in the United States and $3,038,000 
for at least 87 quarters in Alaska. The 
Air Force would gain 2710 units and the 
Navy, 755 new quarters and 249 units 
through conversion of present facilities. 

Hearings, begun on Wednesday, 8 Feb. 
and continued yesterday, were character- 
ized by expressions from Chairman Vin- 
son and other committee members that 
the Armed Forces should obtain maxi- 
mum utilization of the Wherry Act in 
order to effect a possible saving in con- 
struction at Federal expense. 

As the ranking department witness, Lt. 
Gen. Thomas B. Larkin, USA, Director of 
Logistics, explained that in most cases the 
$67.50 rental allowance for non-commis- 
sioned officers will not pay the rent for a 
Title VIII (Wherry Act) unit which can 
be occupied by a family with children. He 
said junior officers also would be hard 
pressed to pay the rent for these quarters. 

Reporting on current status of Wherry 
Act housing plans, Service representa-, 
tives gave the following picture.

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AF Advanced Study 


An increasing flow of officer applica- 
tions for advanced study highlighted 
efforts of the USAF Institute of Tech- 
nology to meet Air Force requirements 
for increased competence In technical and 
many other professional fields during the 
year 1949. 

Over 6,000 officers applied for further 
training in scientific, technical and ad- 
ministrative fields monitored by the In- 
stitute, the Headquarters of which is 
located at Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio. 
Of these, some 1,000 received counseling 
and guidance in personal interviews, 
5,000 were counselled via written corre- 
spondence and over 300 “paid the bill” 
in telephone consultations. 

An interesting sidelight was that tele- 
phone calls came in from officers all over 
the globe, and in many cases radio- 
telephone connections were made to com- 
plete communication on matters of educa- 
tional counseling guidance. 

The academic year 1949 saw the gradu- 
ation of 126 officers from USAFTT’s in- 
residence program at Wright-Patterson. 
In September, the class of 1951 was en- 
rolled, with a total of 147 officers entering 
the two colleges. 

Student “wash-out” rate was eight per 

cent, a figure which compares favorably 
with those of civilian educational insti- 
tutions, according to the Institute regis- 
trar. 
A total of 679 officers completed gradu- 
ate and undergraduate programs at 75 
American colleges and universities during 
1949 under the Institute’s civilian institu- 
tions program, and a like number were 
enrolled in civilian schools to meet con- 
tinuing AF requirements for competently 
trained technical administrators. 

In line with Air Force requirements, 
graduates of civilian institutions “will be 
assigned to the job for which trained, and 
kept on that job, or closely related ones, 
for a period of time sufficient to justify 
the cost of their training, in general, 
about four years.” The Commandant, 
USAFIT. normally sends a list of poten- 
tial MOS’ for such officers to Head- 
quarters USAF Personnel six months be- 


fore the officer’s graduation, whereupon ’ 


a primary MOS is granted in accordance 
with the proposed assignment. . 

Graduates from the in-residence pro- 
grams at the Institute during 1949 were 
assigned to major commands in duty as- 
signments which permitted practical ap- 
plication of the theories and techniques 
taught in the one and two year curricu- 
lums. 

Of the 126 graduates, twenty-eight were 
assigned to the Air Materiel Command, 
the largest to any one command. Thirteen 
officers went on to advanced study in 
technical and professional fields in the 
Civilian Institutions Program and four- 
teen entered the Industrial Training Pro- 
gram to further study the workings of 
American industry. 

Spurred on by the realization that 
USAFIT fulfills the continuing need for 
competently trained officers to match the 
ever-growing technological advance of 
the Air Force, major commands are vying 
with each other in the procurement of 
graduates for assignments within their 
commands, officials said.

Urges New Aircraft 


The U.S. military establishment should 
begin at once the develoment of high- 
speed turbine-powered transport and 
cargo plane prototypes, according to Rep- 
resentative Harry R. Sheppard (D-Calif.), 
ranking majority member of the House 
Sub-Committee on Military Appropria- 
tions. 

Representative Sheppard’s call for im- 
mediate action, coupled with a warning 
that delay would prove expensive and 
dangerous to security if this nation should 
find itself in a war emergency, came in 
an article released by the Aircraft In- 
dustries Association of which Admiral 
DeWitt C. Ramsey, USN-Ret., is Presi- 
dent. 

“The aerial transport arm of a nation 
that desires to survive must be equipped 
at all times with the latest and most ad- 
vanced equipment,” he said. Transports 
must be safeguarded from interception 
and must be able to deliver supplies and 
personnel quickly and economically, must 
provide support for ground troops and 
be available for many specialized mis- 
sions, he pointed out. During the last 
war the aircraft industry produced more 
than 24,280 transports—an indication of 
the vital role of aerial transport in de- 
fense. “Last year the Berlin airlift taught 
us again that adequate air transport can 
effectively prevent isolation and block- 
ade,” Representative Sheppard said. 

“For these reasons alone it seems be- 
yond question that our military establish- 
ment should promptly initiate the steps 
necessary to the development of proto- 
types of the required aircraft. 

“Many times our Government must in- 
vest money to save money and I believe 
this will be the case with prototype 
transports. If our Government now devel- 
ops prototypes, the new transports will 
be in production and will have been 
tested should war break out. Consider 
the huge cost of starting up a production 
line on a plane not yet designed or engi- 
neered for production under wartime 
conditions. Then compare these costs with 
the expense of merely ordering large 
quantities of a plane already tested and 
in production. 

“We are certain to need thousands of 
transports in any future war. These can- 
not be obtained by requisitioning planes 
from the airlines, which now operate a 
total fleet of just 1,100 planes.”

Missouri Out of Drydock 


Repairs to the damaged battleship, USS 
Missouri, were completed this week and 
the big ship was released for two days 
of post-repair sea trials. 

Early next week she will sail for Guan- 
tanamo Bay, Cuba, to prepare for partici- 
pation in Operation Portex, Atlantic war 
games to be held in the Caribbean. 

A new skipper, Capt. H. P. Smith, took 
command of the ship, and will continue 
in that capacity until the Naval court of 
inquiry has completed its investigation 
of the circumstances surrounding the 
battlewagon’s recent grounding on a 
Chesapeake Bay mudflat. 

The Naval court, headed by Rear Adm. 
Milton E. Miles and meeting at Norfolk, 
Va., named three defendants: Capt. Wil- 
liam D. Brown, commanding officer of 
the vessel at the time of the accident; 
Comdr. John R. Millett, operations officer 
of the ship; and Lt. Comdr. Frank G. 
Morris, ship’s navigator. 

Headquarters of the Atlantic Fleet, a 
command taken over last week by Ad- 
miral William M. Fechteler, said that the 
three defendants “should not have the 
additional burden of the responsibility of 
the ship during the present legal pro- 
ceedings,” and that they would not be 
reassigned to the ship “at least until 
legal proceedings are completed.” 

Meanwhile, the House Armed Services 
Committee said that it planned to call 
Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, Chief of 
Naval Operations, to testify whether or 
not the Missouri should be placed in the 
mothball fleet along with the rest of 
the Navy’s battleships. 

The Navy had previously revealed that 
the “Big Mo” costs about six and one-half 
million dollars yearly to operate. 

At the court of inquiry hearings, Com- 
mander Millett testified that as the ship 
approached a Navy sounding range just 
prior to the grounding, he had pointed 
out two spar buoys to Captain Brown. 
He said that he told the ship commander 
the two buoys “may mark” the sounding 
range. The buoys are several hundred 
yards north of the range markers. 

Commander Millett said, however, that 
he did not recommend that Captain 
Brown steer for the spar buoys, it was 
said. 


When the ship missed the range mark- 
ers, Millett said, the navigator, Lt. Com- 


mander Morris, told Captain Brown that 
the ship should be turned to the right. 
The skipper told Millett, he said, that 
Morris “does not know where he is,” and 
then ordered Millett “go find out.” 

Moments after he had repaired to the 
chart house, he said, the ship grounded. 

Executive Officer of the battleship, 
Comdr. George E. Peckham, testified 
earlier that he had had only 10 minutes’ 
notice that the ship was going to run 
the sounding range, and that the informa- 
tion came from Lt. Commander Morris. 

Commander Peckham said that the 
track plotted on Morris’ charts looked 
safe, but that when he saw a buoy ahead 
marked on the charts as the left limit of 
the safe channel, he sent down a recom- 
mendation that the ship. “twist right.” 
The “Big Mo” changed course a few 
minutes later, he said, but was headed 
to the left of the buoy instead of the 
right. 

Commander Millett testified that he 
had not been certain of the number of 
buoys marking the sounding range. Only 
two actually marked it, he said, but the 
charts used aboard the Missouri showed 
five buoys. 

A Naval ordnance laboratory expert 





told the court that originally there had 
been five buoys, but three were discon- 
tinued on or about 12 Dec. 

Commander Millett also testified that 
the request for the Missouri to run the 
acoustic range had come from the Non 
folk Naval Base commander.

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Expand Welfare Group 


The Committee on Religion and Wel- 
fare in the Armed Forces, whose ex- 
penditures were the subject of recent 
critical inquiry in the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, was expanded by two 
members this week. President Truman 
appointed Mrs. George Hamlin Shaw, 
New York social worker, and Mrs. Francis 
Keppel, Dean of the Faculty of Educa- 
tion of Harvard University. 

In announcing the new members, a 
White House statement said: 

“Since this committee was established in 
October, 1948, the scope of its work has 
gradually increased, although its over-all re- 
sponsibuity has remained the same. That 
responsibility is to further the policy of the 
Government as stated in the Eexcutive Order 
establishing the committee: ‘To encourage 
and promote the spiritual, moral and recrea- 
tial welfare and character guidance of 

in the Armed Forces and thereby 
to enhance the military preparedness and 
security of the nation.’ With the deactivation 
of the USO 1!n the past month, and the con- 
tinued unsettled state of world affairs, the 
increasing importance of this committee 
work is apparent to every thinking citizen.’’ 

During hearings on the 1951 budget es- 
timates last month, Representative Al- 
bert J. Engel (R-Mich.) pursued a line of 
questioning to determine why the Bureau 
of the Budget consistently reduces the 
estimates for the Chaplains while at the 
same time allowing to the President’s 
Committee a sum virtually equal to the 
Chaplains’ appropriations. Mr. Engel told 
THs JoURNAL this week that he did not 
see why we need an outside Committee to 
look after religious welfare in the Serv- 
ices as long as the service chaplains are 
doing a good job. “It would be better,” 
he said, “to turn this additional money 
over to the chaplains. If we have this 
committee to look after the chaplains we 
may soon have another committee to look 
after this committee.” 

In a letter to the President, discussing 
plans for this year, Mr. Frank L. Weil 
of New York, chairman of the President’s 
committee, said: 

“We must develop new and effective ways 
for dispelling public apathy and awakening 
a interest and understanding on the part 
of the public for the peacetime service man. 
Because so many people take an impersonal 
attitude toward the needs of military per- 
sonnel, we must also devote considerable 
attention to stimulating programs of com- 
munity action to help service men and wom- 
@ feel welcome and at home in the com- 
munities near which they are stationed. 

“At present, we are studying programs to 
meourage cooperation of the churches with 
the members of the armed forces, as well as 
considering the problems of the chaplaincy. 

“The shortage of medical facilities for the 
dependents of military personnel is another 
serious problem which concerns the commit- 
tee. At some installations it is among the 
most important factors adversely affecting 
military morale.” 





Navy Neptune Sets Record 
The longest flight ever made by a 
dlane launched from a Navy carrier was 
chalked up this week by the Navy’s long- 
Tange patrol bomber, the P2V2 Neptune. 

The twin-engine plane, which is capable 
of carrying the atomic bomb, flew 5,156 
miles non-stop from the deck of an air- 
ctaft carrier in the Atlantic to Mills 
Feld, Calif. The flight was completed in 
3 hours and 57 minutes. 

_Taking off from the carrier USS Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, off the coast of Jackson- 
Ville, Fla., the Neptune flew over Charles- 
ton, S. C. the Bahama Islands, the 
Panama Canal, up the coast of Central 
America, over Mexico, San Diego, and 
at Angeles, and landed near San Fran- 


According to the Navy, the plane was 
on a “routine test flight.” 

The Navy has been making carrier 
takeoffs with the Neptune for several 
Months, but to date the plane has not 

landed aboard one of the flattops.

POW Claims 


The War Claims Commission ruled this 
week that at no time did either the 
Germans or Japanese at any of their pris- 
oner of war camps provide sufficient food 
for Americans under the terms of the 
Geneva Convention of 1929. 

This ruling clears the way for pay- 
ments under the War Claims Act of 1948 
which provides that every prisoner of war 
may receive $1.00 for every day of cap- 
tivity during which he was given rations 
below the quantity and quality served by 
the Germans and Japanese to their own 
troops. 

It is estimated that 120,000 members of 
the U. S. Armed Forces are entitled to 
payments averaging $600 under the Act. 
A total of 75,000 applications already have 
been received by the Commission. Pay- 
ments will begin on 1 March and will be 
made in the order in which formal ap- 
plications (on forms furnished by the 
War Claims Commission) are received. 

Deadline for filing the claims is 1 March 
1951. Application forms are being dis- 
tributed by State Veterans’ Departments 
Regional Veterans Administration offices, 
the War Claims Commission, or at State 
agencies designated by the Governors. 
The filled out forms should be sent di- 
rectly to the War Claims Commission, 
Washington 25, D.C. 

Meantime, Representativ Clemente (D- 
N. Y.) this week introduced H.R. 7210, 
which would raise to $2 a day the com- 
pensation for prisoners of war during 
period of confinement. 





Long Beach Yard to Close 


The Naval Shipyard at Long Beach, 
Calif., will be inactivated on 30 June 1950, 
the Navy announced this week. 

Certain services of limited scope will 
be continued at Long Beach, however, the 
Navy said, in order to provide logistic 
support to units of the Pacific Fleet and 
to the Long Beach group of the Pacific 
Reserve Fleet. 

Commenting on the inactivation order, 
Secretary of the Navy Francis P. Mat- 
thews pointed out that support of the 
Pacific Fleet “does not now, nor in fore- 
seeable future, necessitate more than four 
Naval Shipyards in the Pacific.” 

He said that “vital areas” of the ship- 
yard have been affected by subsidence (a 
falling away of the land), making it 
necessary to construct dikes around the 
piers, drydocks and quay walls “to pro- 
tect the Government’s investment for 
mobilization purposes.” 

Even after construction of the dikes, 
the Navy Secretary added, the land may 
continue to fall away “to the point where 
no use could be made of the facilities in 
the event of mobilization.” Construction 
of the dikes, he said, would have inter- 
fered with the efficient operation of the 
yard. 

All scheduled production work at the 
Long Beach yard will be completed early 
this month, and thereafter only a force 
sufficient to “mothball” tools and equip- 
ment will be retained. Following inactiva- 
tion, the shipyard will retain approxi- 
mately 400 persons for maintenance, se- 
curity and subsidence remedial measures. 

The Navy said that the Long Beach 
group of the Pacific Reserve Fleet will re- 
main there and a Naval Station will be 
established to furnish limited logistic sup- 
port for the group as well as for other 
vessels of the Pacific Fleet, and the Mili- 
tary Sea Transportation Service. The 
Naval Station will absorb the residual 
functions of the Receiving Station, which 
is being transferred to San Diego, and a 
Fuel Annex may be established on Termi- 
nal Island. 

It is proposed, ine announcement said, 
that ships of the service squadron will 
continue to be based at Long Beach. 

Within the past four months, the Navy 
has revealed plans to inactivate 65 Re- 
serve training vessels before the end of 
the current fiscal year, as well as the 
Naval Air Facility at Charlestown, R. I., 
and the Naval Auxiliary Air Station at 
Cecil Field, Fla. In addition, 35 air squad- 
rons (28 Navy, 7 Marine) will be decom- 
missioned, and 77 ships of the Fleet will 
be inactivated, before 30 June 1950.

Adm. Strauss Leaves A-Board 


Rear Adm. Lewis L. Strauss, USNR, 
submitted his resignation this week as 
a member of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, a post he has held since the or- 
ganization of that body. The resignation, 
effective 15 April, was accepted by Presi- 
dent Truman in a letter giving high praise 
to Admiral Strauss’ contribution to the 
program. 

Admiral Strauss told the President that 
he wanted to return to his private affairs 
from which he has been separated for 
nine years. He entered the Naval service 
as a lieutenant commander in November 
of 1941, and was promoted through the 
grades to be a commodore and then a rear 
admiral. He had a key role in the Navy’s 
wartime program of ordnance procure- 
ment, A banker, formerly a Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. partner, Admiral Strauss was secre- 
tary to Herbert Hoover in 1917-19. 

Word of his resignation evoked words 
of praise on Capitol Hill. Senator Brien 
McMahon (D-Conn.), Chairman of the 
Joint Atemic Energy Committee, said “he 
has been a most valuable member of the 
Commission and has rendered great serv- 
ice to his country—a service which he has 
rendered at great personal sacrifice.” 

In his letter to the President, Admiral 
Strauss wrote: 

“The issues involving national security 
which are my primary concern are now re- 
solved as I had hoped and recommended. The 
moment, therefore, seems to me appropriate 
to ask you to accept my resignation as of 
15 April, thus permitting me to return to 
my private affairs from which I have been 
separated for so long. The interval will af- 
ford time for me to give what information I 
have, and such help as I can, to your new 
Chairman following his appointment."’ 

Accepting the resignation, President 
Truman said: 

“*Your service with the commission has been 
during a critical and formative period and 
your counsels have been invaluable. From 
your experience in military and business af- 
fairs you have made a contribution of utmost 
value in the development of the atomic energy 
program and the policies under which it op- 
erates. 

“Your broad acquaintance among men of 
economic and scientific competence has en- 
abled you to draw experts of diverse talents 
to the advisory groups whose guidance has 
played so large a part in the commission's 
development of the national atomic energy 
program. 

““Your personal concern and your diligence 
are reflected especially in the medical and 
military phases of the program and in the 
security policies and practices developed by 
the commission. 

“The sound policies which today guide the 
national atomic energy program bear in large 
measure the impress of your efforts in sup- 
port of civilian direction which will serve the 
military needs of the nation and at the same 
time foster the service which science and 
technology can render to the general wel- 
fare. 

“I shall always welcome suggestions from 
you and trust that I may often have the bene- 
fit of your advice and counsel.”’ 





Atomic Medicine 

The first organized course in the medi- 
cal aspects of atomic energy was formally 
opened 8 Feb. at Jefferson Medical Col- 
lege, Philadelphia, Pa., in the presence 
of most of the faculty and student body 
of the college, and invited guests. Open- 
ing the course was a lecture on “The 
Problem of the Physician in an Atomic 
Disaster,” by Col. James P. Cooney, AMC, 
USA, chief of the Radiological Branch, 
Division of Military Application, Atomic 
Energy Commission, and consultant in 
radiology to Maj. Gen. R. W. Bliss, Army 
Surgeon General. 

Colonel Cooney delivered a message 
from Maj. Gen. George E. Armstrong, 
Deputy Surgeon General, in which he 
hoped that other leading medical teach- 
ing institutions would follow Jefferson’s 
lead by placing a similar course in their 
curricula. 

The course, to be repeated annually, 
will consist of 18 hours of instruction to 
students on the junior level, with 14 hours 
to be given by the Departments of 
Radiology, Medicine, and Surgery of Jef- 
ferson Medical College. The other four 
hours will be given by Army experts in 
atomic medicine. These, in addition to 
Colonel Cooney, will be Lt. Col. Larry 
Smith, professor of military science and 
tactics at Jefferson, and Maj. Gerald M. 
McDonnel, chief of the Medical Branch, 
| Radiological Defense Division, Armed 
| Forces Special Weapons Project. 
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Personnel Act Amendments 

The Department of Defense this week 
was preparing to transmit to the Bureau 
of the Budget emergency amendments to 
the Officer Personnel Act of 1947, and at 
the same time was reported already at 
work on a comprehensive rewriting of 
that law for action by the 82d Congress 
next year. 

It is recalled that the Bureau of the 
Budget last year called upon the De- 
partment of Defense to restrain the Serv- 
ices from introducing separate personnel 
amendments in favor of omnibus legisla- 
tion. 

The Bureau of the Budget asked for 
two-phased action, the first to consist of 
a bill containing amendments requiring 
early action, and the second to be a 
thorough rewriting of the Officer Person- 
nel Act in order to make it more uniform 
among the Armed Services. 

Although officials declined to reveal 
the nature of “four or five” amendments 
decided to merit early action, it is re- 
ported that the bill is now in the process 
of final coordination in the Department 
of Defense and will reach the Bureau of 
the Budget shortly. 

However, because this is an election 
year and Congress will want to adjourn 
as early as possible, there is some doubt 
that the legislation will attain enactment 
during the current session. There is stil] 
hope that the amendments may be writ- 
ten into law before Congress adjourns, 
but action by the Department of Defense 
and Bureau of the Budget will have to be 
rapid. 

With regard to the comprehensive re- 
view of the Officer Personnel Act to make 
it as uniform as possible, this project is 
described as one of the most complex 
pieces of legislation being prepared by 
the Department of Defense. Work al- 
ready has begun on preliminary drafts 
of various sections of the bill, but un- 
doubtedly parts will be rewritten many 
times before a final bill is submitted to 
the Bureau of the Budget, probably this 
summer. 


Army Physicians Certified 


Six Regular Army Medical Corps offi- 
cers were recently certified by American 
Specialty Boards. Three of the certifica- 
tions were in the field of psychiatry, two 
in preventive medicine and public health 
and one in surgery. 

The psychiatrists are Lt. Col. Frank R. 
Drake, Lt. Col. Herman E. Wilkinson, and 
Capt. John J. Kavanagh. Certified in pre- 
ventive medicine and public health were 
Col. Robert C. Gaskill and Col. Paul A. 
Keeney. Col. Herbert T. Berwald was 
approved as a specialist by the American 
Board of Surgery. 


General White Named 

Maj. Gen. I. D. White, Commanding 
General of the U. S. Constabulary, has 
been designated as the Commander of 
the U. S. Army Forces participating in 
the joint command post exercise to be 
held in the U. S. Zone of Germany 16 to 
23 March, it was announced by Lt. Gen. 
Clarence R. Huebner, Commanding Gen- 
eral of the U. S. Army, Europe. 


AF Trainee Record 
Lackland AFB, Tex., The Gateway to 
the Air Force, last month set an all-time 
high when the greatest number of air- 
men, $10,253, reported for training. Previ- 
ous record was in Aug. 1948, when 10,213 
new arrivals were registered.

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Admiral Low to DCNO 


Vice Adm. Francis S. Low became 
Deputy Chief of Naval Operations for 
Logistics at ceremonies attended by high- 
ranking Navy Department officials in his 
office at the Pentagon on 8 Feb. 

Admiral Low, who Is currently engaged 
in conducting a survey of Undersea War- 
fare, relieved Vice Adm. Robert B. Car- 
ney, who will assume command of the 
Second Task Fleet in the Atlantic. 

Admiral Low entered the submarine 
service a year after his graduation from 
the U. S. Naval Academy in 1915. He com- 
manded the submarine D-3 during World 
War I. From 1932-1935 he commanded the 
USS Paul Jones, a destroyer, and from 
1937-1939 he had eommand of submarine 
division 13. 

In 1940 he became operations officer 
on the staff of Fleet Admiral (than Rear 
Adm.) Ernest J. King, in the Atlantic 
Fleet and continued in that capacity 
when Admiral King became Commander 
in Chief of the U. S. Fleet in 1941. 

In 1942, after assuming command of 
the USS Wichita, a heavy cruiser, he took 
part in the Battle of Casablanca, and 
later, in the Guadalcanal campaign 
against the Japanese. 

In 1943, he was ordered again to Ad- 
miral King’s staff as Assistant Chief of 
Staff for anti-submarine matters and as 
Chief of Staff of the Tenth Fleet, which 
was organized to combat U-boats in the 
Atlantic. For outstanding service in this 
assignment he was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. 

In 1945, he commanded cruiser division 
16 (Guam, Alaska) and participated in 
the Okinawa campaign as part of the 
Fast Carrier Task Forces and in the 
attacks against the Japanese homeland. 

Following the war he became Com- 
mander Cruisers-Destroyers, Pacific, and 
in 1947 he was designated Commander 
Service Forces, Pacific, with the rank of 
Vice Admiral. In November 1949, he was 
ordered to conduct a survey of the Navy’s 
Undersea Warfare.

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Carriers—Mobile Fury 


“Combat Command,” The American 
Aircraft Carriers in the Pacific War. By 
Admiral Frederick C. Sherman, USN 
(Ret.). 427 pages, illustrated. E. P. Dutton 
& Co., New York. $5.00. 


HEN Fleet Admiral Halsey wrote in 
the preface to this book that “Com- 
bat Command is fascinating reading,” he 
made a statement in which all will agree. 
It is history, authoratively written by 
one of its leading participants, and spiced 
with the analyses and comments of a 
forward-looking officer who obviously 
aims to lift his thinking out of the ruts. 
In fact, further auoting Admiral Halsey’s 
preface, “Ted is very forthright and, like 
all forthright people, has decided opin- 
ions. The conclusions he reaches will not 
be well received by many whom he criti- 
cizes. * * * The writer of this preface is 
at variance with some of Ted Sherman’s 
opinions and conclusion.” 

The volume covers virtually all of the 
Naval campaigns in the Pacific, but, as 
intended, it has special emphasis on the 
part played by the carriers. He starts 
with Pearl Harbor (“Our naval high com- 
mand at that time little realized that con- 
trol of the sea was dependent on the 
air power of carriers and not upon the 
obsolete battleships which were put out 
of action.”) and runs through those ac- 
tions whose names will forever stir 
American hearts and climaxes with the 
signing of the surrender on the USS 
Missouri. 

A chapter of conclusions and lessons 
reminds the readers that “As the Pacific 
war differed from all previous wars, so 
will the next war differ from the last one. 
Over the horizon we can see the 
approaching developments in the fields of 
atomic science, guided missiles, and pilot- 
less aircraft. If America is to be pre- 
served, we must maintain our prepared- 
ness for war. The most vital lesson for 
the future leaders of our air, naval and 
ground forces is that no two wars are 
ever alike.” 


Band to Tour 22 States

The first tour, from 17 April through 23

Office of the Chief of Naval Operations. 

Rear Adm. Thomas G. W. Settle, now 
on duty in the office of the CNO, has been 
ordered to duty as Vice Chief of Naval 
Material. He will fill the vacancy left by 
Rear Adm. Morton L. Ring, who was as- 
signed as Navy Representative on the 
Military Council of the Munitions Board 
last October. 

Admiral Fort, a 1912 graduate of the 
U. S. Naval Academy, is a veteran of 
both World Wars. During the recent con- 
flict he won the Navy Cross for heroism 
while commanding the USS North Caro- 
lina in the Pacific. He also holds the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal and the Legion 
of Merit. ‘ 

Admiral Settle, a distinguished Naval 
Atademy graduate, also served in both 
World War I and II. He is a famed bal- 
loonist, and was the winner of the Na- 
tional Elimination Balloon Races in 1929 
and of the International Gordon Bennett 
Balloon Races in 1932. During World War 
II, Admiral Settle commanded the heavy 
cruiser USS Portland, in the Pacific. For 
his services in that command he was 
awarded the Navy Cross, the Legion of 
Merit and the Bronze Star Medal. 

Admiral Robins was graduated from the 
Naval Academy in 1913. While in com- 
mand of the cruiser USS Marblehead, 
during World War II, he won the Navy 
Cross. He also holds the Legion of Merit 
with Gold Star, and the Commendation 
Ribbon. 





Armed Forces Day 


Secretary of the Navy Francis P. Mat- 
thews has directed all Naval commands 
to begin preparations for celebration of 
the first Armed Forces Day, 20 May 1950. 

The Secretary’s directive reminded Na- 
val commanders that the third Saturday 
in May has been designated as Armed 
Forces Day and ordered them to “prepare 
tentative plans for Navy participation.” 
He said that these plans should follow 
the “same general lines” previously used 
in the celebration of the now defunct 
Navy Day. 

“Details as to arrangements for’ ships, 
planes and speaking assignments will be 
provided as soon as available,” the Secre- 
tary said. He added that “senior officers 
should be prepared to deliver appropriate 
speeches but should not make speaking 
engagements during the period 14 to 21 
May, pending completion and approval of 
an overall plan by the Secretary of De- 
fense.” 





Firms who advertise in the Army and Navy 
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Marines to Land New Way 


The Marine Corps will inaugurate , 
new method of landing troops.on hostile 
shores, when it begins West Coast ma. 
neuvers this month. 

During air-amphibious operations at 
San Nicolas Island off the coast of Cajj. 
fornia, men of the ist Marine Division, 
based at Camp Pendleton, Calif., will lang 
from large seaplanes and go ashore jp 
rubber boats. 

For the first time, the Navy’s giant 
flying boats, JRM “Mars,” will be used to 
transport equipped troops. Large PBYy 
type (patrol-bomber) seaplanes will also 
be used to transport elements of the land- 
ing force. 

Dropping to the water off-shore, the 
giant flying boats will disgorge the rub. 
ber craft, which will be rapidly inflated 
and manned by Marines of the Ist Divi. 
sion’s 5th Regiment. 

For the purpose of the problem, it wil] 
be assumed that the Aggressor has cap. 
tured San Nicolas Island and Is installing 
aircraft units there. The 1st Marine Divi- 
sion will be ordered to recapture the is. 
land and destroy the enemy foothold. 

While the new rubber-boat technique 
is being set in operation, other troops wil] 
be landed on the island from conventional 
land planes. 

Units of “E” Company, 2d Battalion of 
the Fifth Marines, which will make the 
first Marine Corps seaplane landing, have 
been practicing for several weeks at load- 
ing from seaplane mockup, moving to 
shore in rubber craft and performing 
mock attacks. 


Withhold Tax on Flight Pay 


Maj. Gen. W. P. T. Hill, Quartermaster 
General of the Marine Corps, has issued 
instructions to disbursing officers to with- 
hold tax on “incentive or special duty pay 
for hazardous duty,” effective 1 Jan. 

The new instructions also cover sea 
and foreign duty pay. The withholding 
tax block in the pay records of all Marine 
officers and enlisted personnel who receive 
such pay will be adjusted for the addi- 
tional tax from 1 Jan., which will result 
in shorter pay checks generally for all 
personnel affected. 

Personnel in a continuing flight status 
will have tax withheld on the total tax- 
able compensation involved regardless of 
whether or not a flight certificate for any 
stated period is presented. The Marine 
Corps said that the only cases for rede- 
termination of tax will be upon revoca- 
tion of flight orders. 

Marines were also reminded to file 
Treasury Department Internal Revenue 
Service Form W-4 with the disbursing 
officer, showing the correct number of ex- 
emptions, so that the proper amount of 
tax will be withheld. 





Marine Housing Inspected 


Representatives of the Federal Housing 
Expediter’s office made an inspection this 
week of housing conditions at the Marine 
Corps Base, Quantico, Va., and the sur- 
rounding area. 

The inspection followed the testimony 
of Navy Comdr. James R. Davis, Public 
Works Officer at the post, before the Vir- 
ginia House of Delegates. Commander 
Davis, as reported in the ARMy AND NAVY 
JOURNAL last week, had protested the lift- 
ing of rent controls and the general con- 
dition of housing in the area. 

The two housing officials said, at the 
end of their tour, that a more detailed 
investigation would probably follow and 
remedial action would be initiated in 
cases where exorbitant rents were being 
charged. 

Col. J. J. Keating, Legal Officer at the 
base, announced that personnel who be- 
lieve they are being charged rent in ex- 
cess of the authorized amounts may 
obtain forms for reporting the overcharge 
at the Legal Office. Tenants’ applications 
for decrease in rent were also made avail- 
able.

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ELECTION of Secretary of the Army Gordon Gray to be President of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina takes from the Government Service an able and 
conscientious official. In the relatively short time he has been head of the Depart- 
ment of the Army Mr. Gray has won the confidence, respect and admiration of all 
wko have served with him. His quick grasp of the intricate and multitudinous details 
of his office, his initiative and his sympathetic understanding of the human aspects 
of the Military Service have occasioned universal acclaim. Mr. Gray has a compre- 
hensive, first-hand knowledge of the problems of the enlisted man. Though well 
qualified for a commission, Mr, Gray chose to enter the enlisted ranks of the Army 
during World War II. He soon earned a commission and eagerly sought overseas 
duty. With the Twelfth Army Group he was in combat in the campaigns of Northern 
France and the Ardennes. Subsequent to the war he became successively Assistant 
Secretary, Under Secretary, and Secretary of the Army. His service in these high 
offices has been characterized by quiet, thorough efficiency, a high standard of 
performance, and exceptional administrative capacity. Mr. Gray is particularly well 
qualified to head the great university of which he is a distinguished alumnus. The 
state of North Carolina is fortunate in securing his services. The affection and best 
wishes of the Services go with him. 


HE order closing several large military hospitals and drastically reducing the 

capacity of others will almost certainly curtail the medical care of military per- 
sonnel and their dependents. It also will materially reduce the medical facilities 
available in a national emergency. These disadvantages will go far toward offsetting 
the $25 million expected to be saved by the order. Patients, including service per- 
sonnel and their dependents, as well as veterans, will have to be transferred to 
other accommodations. Some of the facilities may be taken over by the Veterans’ 
Administration. A better solution would appear to be the continued operation of 
the military hospitals for service personnel and their dependents, and maximum 
utilization of surplus beds for the care of veterans, with transfer of funds from the 
Veterans’ Administration. It is a strange situation that requires the closing of 
military hospitals for reasons of economy, at the same time that expensive new 
medical installations are being built by the Veterans’ Administration. There is at 
least a suspicion that the new order was issued without the complete approval of 
the heads of the medical services of the Armed Forces. Indeed, the action taken 
represents an abrupt and unexplained change of policy, For example, last October 
the Department of Defense announced unequivocally that Valley Forge General Hos- 
pital at Phoenixville, Pa., definitely would remain open as a permanent military 
installation of the Army. Plans were made for construction of 100 sets of quarters 
at that point. Now, less than three months later, comes the sudden announcement 
that the hospital will be closed. In view of the previous announcement, those on 
duty there were fully justified in making plans based on the permanency of the 
installation. Such unnecessary inconveniences are one of the reasons for the difficulty 
in securing and retaining personnel of the highest quality for the military service. 


IHE renewed study by the Bureau of the Budget of military and civilian retire- 

ment systems indicates that an effort is under way in that agency to further 
weaken the traditional. retirement systems in the Services by seeking to impose 
a contributory retirement law upon them. The Director of the Budget is on record 
in favor of a uniform system for all those in the Federal service. Basically it would 
appear difficult to unify military and civilian systems, because of the wide variance 
in conditions of service as well as in responsibilities and hazards. Civilian employes 
of the Government have permanent stations, regular working standards, fixed hours, 
payment for overtime, freedom to resign at any time, and protection of civil statutes. 
Military personnel are available for duty at all hours, with no overtime pay, may 
be transferred at any time without their consent to disagreeable and hazardous 
duties and to unhealthy stations, with no freedom to resign, and are subject to 
restrictive military law. A much higher standard of physical fitness is required of 
military personnel than of civilians, and their career may be prematurely terminated 
by an illness or injury that would not affect the tenure of the post of a civilian 
employe. These considerations led originally to the adoption of a non-contributory 
retirement system for military personnel. After thorough consideration, the Hook 
Commission recommended the retention of this system, and based its proposed pay 
scales accordingly. The Congress also investigated the matter and, largely because 
of the non-contributory system, reduced the proposed pay schedules by from three 
to five per cent. Apparently not satisfied, the Budget Bureau is still pressing for 
retirement deductions from military pay. If this proposal be accepted the pay scales 
must be revised upward to compensate for the deductions. 
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Personnel Anomolies 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

I do not choose to pass judgment upon 
the justice of the application of the Per- 
sonnel Act, but I do wish to point out 
two cases which seem incongruous. 

Let us first consider the case of-Major 
“A,” who was until his retirement, 31 
Jan. 1950, a temporary colonel. He was 
commissioned in the ORC in 1927, served 
short tours of active duty almost every 
year until 1940, when he was called to 
extended active duty as a major. He was 
promoted to colonel, AUS, in 1943 and 
integrated into the Regular Army as a 
captain in July 1946. Original appoint- 
ments in the Regular Army under the 
integration program were for a three- 
year probationary period. Major “A” 
completed his probationary period in 
July 1949. However, under the Personnel 
Act of 1947, if an officer is passed over 
in selection for promotion a second time, 
he is either retired, or if not eligible for 
retirement, nor within two years of 
eligibility for retirement, he is separated 
from the Service. Apparently Major “A” 
was not selected for promotion to the 
grade of permanent Lt. Col. the second 
time, but in view of the fact that he had 
total service, active and inactive, in ex- 
cess of twenty years, he was retired. 

It is difficult to understand why Major 
“A” was found qualified for the Regular 
Army at the end of his probationary pe- 
riod in July 1949, but yet not qualified 
for promotion to the grade of permanent 
Lt. Col. Had Major “A” been found un- 
qualified for the.Regular Army at the 
termination of his probationary period in 
July 1949, he would have been Honorably 
Discharged from the Army with no 
claims whatsoever against the Govern- 
ment. As it is, he was found qualified for 
retention in the Regular Army in July 
1949, and six months later he was passed 
over and now he will draw retired pay 
for the rest of his life. . 

The second is the case of Major “B.” 
Major “B” was commissioned in the Regu- 
lar Army following his graduation from 
West Point in 1932. He attained the 
temporary rank of Lt. Col. in 1943 and 
was serving in that grade at the time 
of his separation on 31 Jan. 1950. He had 
never been demoted from a higher grade. 
Major “B” was also apparently passed 
over a second time, but unlike Major 
“A,” Major “B” did not have any prior 
service, active or inactive, before his ad- 
mission as a cadet to the United States 
Military Academy. Service as a cadet 
does not count for pay or retirement pur- 
poses unlike inactive Reserve Component 
Service. Thus Major “B,” a professional 
soldier of seventeen years, seven months 
active commissioned service was sepa- 
rated, with severance pay, not retired, as 


was Major “A.”

Foreign Affairs—The American decision to develop the hydrogen bomb, followed 
closely by the arrest in London of Dr. Klaus Fuchs, a prominent British scientist, 
on charges of transmitting atomic secrets to Russia, spurred members of Congress 
and others this week to propose peaceful alternatives to an all-out race for weapons 
of mass destruction. 

Senator Brien McMahon (D-Conn.), Chairman of the Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy, proposed a global Marshall Plan, administered by the 
United Nations, to which the United States would contribute $50 billion in the next 
five years, in return for a two-thirds slash of world armament. He envisioned a 
werld agreement, enforced by inspection, for a two-thirds across-the-board reduc- 
tion in present armament expenditures, the money so saved to be devoted to con- 
structive purposes. 

Assuming current annual military expenditures of the United States to be $15 
billion, such an agreement would cut this amount to $5 billion, which would mean 
practical disarmament. Senator McMahon would turn over to the United Nations 
the amount thus saved, or $10 billion a year for five years. This huge sum, he stipu- 
lates, should be expended for three projects, President Truman’s Point IV Program 
for improvement of backward areas, the development of atomic energy for peaceful 
purposes, and general economic aid for all countries, including Russia. 5 

There are no indications that Senator McMahon has any serious expectations 
that his novel and rather startling proposal would be acceptable to Russia. That 
eountry has shown no enthusiasm for co-operation in the promotion of permanent 
peace, particularly through a project which would involve international inspection 
of Soviet military resources. The purpose of the Senator was undoubtedly to direct 
world attention to the grave consequences of the current situation, and to stimulate 
constructive efforts toward world peace. With respect to his suggestion for a flat 
percentage reduction of armament expenditures by all countries it should be noted 
that a two-thirds cut would still leave Russia with by far the most formidable army 
in the world, whereas the forces of the western allies would be reduced to impotence. 

Senator Millard Tydings, Chairrman of the Armed Services Committee, would 
go even further in armament reduction than Senator McMahon, but he makes no 
altruistic commitment of the funds so saved. He urges the President to call a con- 
ference for complete disarmament, to include rifles, leaving each country only suffi- 
cient troops and weapons for internal security. Since enforcement of any effective 
disarmament program would require international inspection the suggestion of 
Senator Tydings would probably not meet with Russian approval. 

Various other proposals are expected from foreign sources, possibly including 
one to be dramatically presented by Winston Churchill in the course of the current 
parliamentary election campaign in England. The possibility that Russia, as well 
as the United States, may be well on the way toward completing the development 
of a hydrogen super-bomb gives a sense of urgency to efforts to outlaw weapons of 
mass destruction. 

However, Secretary of State Dean Acheson plainly indicated that there would 
be no further attempts at direct negotiations with Russia for the control of atom 
and hydrogen bombs, He spoke of the futility of trying to deal with Russia, as demon- 
strated by four years of fruitless efforts to arrive at an understanding, not only with 
reference to atomic energy, but also with respect to proposals for peace treaties with 
Austria, Germany and Japan. He cited the cases of the Berlin blockade, and of 
Greece and Turkey in which the Soviet aggressive policy was abandoned or adjusted 
in each instance only after vigorous action was taken by the United States and other 
countries. He said the area of understanding with Russia could be extended only by 
creating strength, instead of weakness. He expressed the belief that under present 
world conditions the road to peace is leng and difficult, but said we must never for 
a moment doubt the possibility of achieving it. 

While the extent of the alleged disclosures of atomic secrets to Russia by Dr. 
Fuchs has not been fully revealed, it is known that this scientist was in a position 
not only to learn much of the secret technique used in making the atom bomb, but 
also to observe the progress in developing the theory of the hydrogen bomb. Dr. 
Fuchs was one of the British experts working on the Manhattan project from 1943 
to 1946, and subsequently, until his arrest last week, was engaged in atomic re- 
search for the British government. He is reported to have been a paid spy of Russia, 
and to/ have been in frequent contact with Soviet representatives in the United 

States and England. 

The American Chiefs of Staff have completed their inspection of Pacific out- 
posts in Japan, Okinawa, Guam and Hawaii and are expected home today. While 
in Japan they conferred at length with General of the Army Douglas MacArthur and 
inspected troops and military installations of the occupation forces. As a result of 
the visit leading Japanese officials are reported to be strongly in favor of granting 
Army, Navy and Air bases to the United States in return for guarantees of protec- 
tion against aggressors. 

Among the points visited by the Joint Chiefs in Japan were Army installations 
near Osaka, the big Naval base at Yokosuka and the Air Force base at Itaziki. They 
were interested in reports of large numbers of Russian submarines in the Pacific. 
Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, Chief of Naval Operations, said that our Naval forces 
in the Far East are being strengthened, and that anti-submarine exercises will be 
held in the Pacific by American fleet units this year. 

From Japan the Joint Chiefs went to Okinawa, a key point in our Far Eastern 
defenses, only 350 miles from Formosa, now held by the remnants of the Chinese 
nationalists. Formosa in hostile hands could provide air and submarine bases, threat- 


ening our line of communications to Japan, Okinawa and the Philippines. Of para-. 


mount importance to the defense of.Okinawa is the early completion of a compre- 
hensive construction program, to include barracks, quarters, hangars, warehouses 
and shops. Because of frequent typhoons and other adverse weather conditions 
buildings must be of unusually sturdy and expensive construction. 

Troop reinforcements are urgently needed at Okinawa and at other Pacific 
outposts, but with contemplated reductions of the overall strength of the Armed 
Forces it will be difficult to expand our Pacific garrisons. Before returning to Wash- 
ington the Joint Chiefs spent three days in Hawaii, where they inspected Pearl 
Harbor and other major installations. 

Chairman Tom Connally (D-Tex), of the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, announced this week that the first shipment of arms to Western European 
countries receiving military aid under the North Atlantic Security Treaty would

be made early next month. At the safié tittie the Department of Defense announced 
that the submarines Blower and Bumper, previously scheduled for inactivation, are 
being transferred from the Pacific to the Philadelphia Navy Yard for refitting, pre 
liminary to their delivery to an unnamed European country under the Atlantic 
Pact. Naval aircraft also scheduled for transfer to European Allies are being re 
habilitated at various bases, after which they will be ferried to the Norfolk Naya) 
Air Station for later delivery to allied natiorf®. 

While no details have been announced as to proposed deliveries to individual 
countries it has been reported that France will receive five American destroyer 
escorts, but will not get a medium aircraft carrier which she had requested. Cop. 
siderable ground equipment, including infantry weapons and armored vehicles, { 
said to be scheduled to go to France under the aid plan for the rearmament of Army 
units. 

In a vigorous speech at Stuttgart this week Mr. John J. McCloy, American High 
Commissioner for Germany, reprimanded high officials of the West German goy. 
ernment for agitating foreign issues, instead of devoting their attention to the many 
complex domestic problems pressing for solution. Commissioner McCloy was par. 
ticularly nettled over the controversy being stirred up by the Germans concerning 
French administration of the industries of the Saar Basin. 

The High Commissioner bluntly told the Germans that they would not be per- 
mitted to organize an army or an air force. He also served notice that a resurgence 
of Naziism would not be tolerated. Americans and their Allies, he said, would con- 
tinue to keep a tight rein on German affairs. Mr. McCloy, however, expressed the 
hope that Germany might ultimately be integrated into a free Europe, when the 
Germans have demonstrated their readiness and capacity to share responsibilities 
as well as benefits of a closely-knit European Community. 

At about the same time that Mr. McCloy was making this strongly-worded 
speech Kurt Schumacher, Socialist opposition leader of West Germany, was warning 
that Berlin faced a Communist coup, scheduled for 27 May. He urged that Allied 
tanks be mobilized to prevent 600,000 East German Communist youths from staging 
a demonstration and seizing all Berlin. Allied leaders minimized the danger of such 
a putsch, which, they declared, was an old story. 

The situation in French Indo-China was further complicated this week by 
the recognition by the United States and Great Britain for the French-supported 
Bao Dai government of Viet Nam. The Russians and the Red government of China 
had previously recognized the revolutionary Communist regime of Ho Chi-Minh. 


“Free and Frank” Discussion—Chairman Carl Vinson (D.-Ga.) told members 
of the House Armed Services Committee this week that “free and frank” answers 
will be expected from all military personnel during hearings. The issue developed 
when Maj. Gen. William P. T. Hill, Marine Corps Quartermaster General, was asked 
a question concerning public works and housing items deleted by the Department 
of the Defense and Bureau of the Budget. A committee member observed that “in 
view of past experiences,” such a question might not be appropriate. Then, Chairman 
Vinson asserted: “This committee is going to find out what the Services need.” 


Gen. Eisenhower “Best Dressed”—The Custom Tailors Guild of America has se- 
lected General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower as the best dressed man in public 
life. He won the sartorial title from Secretary of State Dean Acheson, who “some- 
times overdresses,” according to guild members. “General Eisenhower shows perfect 
judgment in wearing clothes which reflect the dignity of his office—and his role 
of elder statesman,” the guild announcement declared. 


Youngest Marine Top-Kick C issioned—Attached to a Marine Corps Re 
serve aviation squadron at Los Alamitos, Calif., Walter J. Shields, who was a first 
sergeant at the age of 18 during World War II, has been commissioned a reserve 
second lieutenant. He is believed to have been the youngest Marine Corps first- 
grader during the war. 





Denfeld Resignation—A letter of resignation written by former Chief of Naval 
Operations, Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, and dated 24 Jan., has been received by Navy 
Secretary Francis P, Matthews. It had been forwarded through channels by Rear 
Adm. Leo H. Thebaud, Commandant of the First Naval District at Boston. 

Secretary Matthews’ office said that the resignation would be accepted by the 
Bureau of Naval Personnel in a “routine” manner, but that such action did not 
indicate lack of official sanction of the Admiral’s earlier relief as C.N.O. 

The Navy declined to make a copy of the letter of resignation available, and 
said that information contained in the reply would have to come from Admiral 
Denfield. The former C.N.O.’s letter was addressed to the Navy Secretary, and was 
received by him on 27 Jan. 


Atomic Ship Engine—The Atomic Energy Commission has revealed that designs 
for an atomic reactor to propel a Navy ship will be undertaken this year. Also, 
studies are being made with regard to development of an aircraft engine powered 
by atomic energy. / 


Republicans Back Defense—The statement of principles and objectives adopted 
by the Republican members of the House and Senate and concurred in by members 
of the Republican National Committee this week, included a paragraph giving support 
to the general principle of “completely adequate” defense. 

“The Republican party,” the statement reads, “has always believed in a strong 
National Defense. We must maintain our Armed Forces at a strength completely 
adequate for the security of our people.” 

On the foreign policy side, the statement favored “full support of the United 
Nations and the improvement of its Charter so that it may be an effective interna 
tional organization of independent states. prepared to mobilize public opinion and 
the Armed Forces of the world against aggression.” 

The Lady Lacked A Hat—lIf the new blue hat for women in the Air Force had 
been available, some confusion among members of a Senate Armed Services sul- 
committee could have been prevented this week. The confusion arose as to the 
separate status of Air Force nurses. Senators were told that the Air Force now has 
its own nursing service, but they noted that Capt. Verena Zeller, acting Chief of 
Air Force Nurses, was wearing the Army-type uniform. The reason: a new-type 
blue uniform has been approved for women in the Air Force, but apparently theres 
been some delay about the hat. As a result, lacking a blue hat, Captain Zeller 
had to wear her old uniform. Presumably the new chapeau will be adopted shortly 
—undoubtedly in time for Easter display. 
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Praise Admiral Blanidy—Representative Porter Hardy, jr, (D-Va.), gave Admiral 
W. H. P. Blandy, USN, high praise 6 Feb, when he told the Hotise that the retiring 


~commander of the Atlantic Fleet is “one of the finest combat officers I ever expect 


to know.” 

“Mr. Speaker,” said Representative Hardy, “Admiral Blandy’s retirement on 
1 Feb., 1950, is a great loss to the Navy which he has served so magnificently for 
over a third of a century. He is one of the finest officers, one of the ablest, one of the 
best grounded in the art of naval warfare in the great history of the Navy. Through- 
out the naval service he was recognized as not only an outstanding leader, but one 
whose remarkable grasp of the strategy, techniques, and tactics of naval warfare 
made him a truly Navy great, a fitting compatriot of the greatest Navy leaders 
of the past. I regret keenly that Admiral Blandy has terminated his active naval 
service. His departure from the active list will be felt throughout the fleet, and will 
have an impact on all of the Nation’s defense planning. From my personal associa- 
tions with him, from the associations of my friends in the Navy who have served 
many years in the Navy with him, I can say with the deepest conviction that the 
retirement of Admiral Blandy takes from the active list of the fleet one of the finest 
combat officers I ever expect to know.” 

Admiral Blandy, it was announced this week, has accepted the Presidency of 
a newly organized Health Information Foundation. The new Foundation will seek 
to improve the nation’s health program by developing and disseminating factual 
information on health problems. It is supported by drug, pharmaceutical and allied 
industrial firms. Mr. John G. Searle, president of G. C. Searle & Co., of Chicago, is 
chairman of the board of the new organization. Mr. Searle said, “we are convinced 
that our rate of progress in health can be aceelerated but only if we proceed from 
a firm basis of facts.” ; 

“One of the’ foundation’s first projects,” Admiral Blandy said, “will be an in- 
ventory of available factual data on the nation’s health facilities. We will examine the 
facts about health facilities in relation to population and its distribution. A great 
deal of this information is already available, in one place or another, but it has 
never been gathered together.” Offices of the Foundation will be at 420 Lexington 
Avenue, New York City.

National Guard— Major combat units of the National Guard are close to com- 
plete organization, the National Guard Bureau announced this week.

This leaves but 19. com- 
ponent units to be federally recognized in one armored and four infantry divisions, 
and eight units in 3 regimental combat teams to be completed. 


Army Medical Corps—Lt. Col. Charles H. Gingles, MC, has been designated 
Chief of the Medical Consultants Division, Office of the Surgeon General. Colonel 
Gingles has been Acting Chief of that division since the departure of Col. Clifford 
G. Blitch for Panama. 


Postwar Pigeons—The Army’s flock of martial pigeons, which reached 15,000 
in World War I and soared to 54,000 birds in World War II, is being maintained at 
a postwar “Cadre” strength of 1,000 at the Signal Corps Pigeon Breeding and Train- 
ing Center, Ft. Monmouth, N. J., where Maj. Otto Meyer directs the pigeon program. 

Writing in a current Army publication, Major Meyer relates that during the 
last war the Army received 40,000 pigeons through voluntary donations and about 
half of the birds were returned after “demoblizatidn.” 

As fo the inevitable question of how the pigeon gets where it’s supposed to go, 
Major Meyer explains that the problem is still unsolved, but reports that research 
studies indicate that the homing pigeon “navigates to its loft because of sensitivity 
ito the magnetic field of the earth and to the coriolis forces. This latter results from 
‘a natural relationship between the earth’s rotational velocity and motion of a body 
‘over the earth.” 


Champion Jumper to Cavalry Colonel—A veteran of 15 years Army service and 
iTenowned as a champior. jumper, Reno Kirk, nicknamed “Thunder,” has been sold— 
for $557—at Ft. Riley, Kans., to Col. J. W. Wofford, Cav., USA-Ret., a former member 
\of the U.S. Olympic Equestrian Team. “Thunder” will spend his remaining days at 
“Rimrock Farm,” the Colonel’s 310-acre property near Junction City, Kans. Colonel 
‘Wofford now breeds and raises hunters and purebred Angus cattle. 

With the sale of “Thunder,” an epoch was marked at Ft. Riley, where the first 
‘Cavalry School was established in 1892. The crack jumper was the last of the group 
‘Of mounts ordered to be sold by the Army from the famed cavalry center. Only 32 of 
ithe oldest, horses, all over 16 years old, have been retained, to be retired to Hilltop 
Pasture. ,

Seeks Women Generals and Admirals — Representative William L. Pfeiffer 
(R-N. Y.), is concerned that women officers of the Armed Forces are barred from 
‘holding general officer or flag rank. He has introduced H.R. 7152, which would amend 
' a legislation to,permit women to hold rank of brigadier general or rear admiral, 
40Wer half. 
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Air Foréé Tefiiporary Promotions—Personnel Officials of the Air Force are re“ 
ported to be giving Consideration to plafis for effecting temporary promotions in 
the near future. No formal announcement is expected, however, for some weeks, 
since planning is made unusually complex because of the current separation pro- 
gram. It is likely that the Air Force will announce simultaneously plans for both 
permanent and temporary promotions during the current calendar year. 





Institute of Pathology Building—A House Armed Services subcommittee has 
voted to report favorably on legislation which would provide $350,000 for completion 
of final plans for a new Armed Forces Institute of Pathology at the Army Medic 
Center, Washington, D. C. The institute, said to be unequaled anywhere in the world, 
has-its permanent headquarters presently in a building erected in 1887 and de- 
scribed as completely adequate. Brig. Gen. Raymond D. Dart, MC, USA, commands the 
institute. 


Military Cremation Urn—The Armed Forces are seeking from Congress legisla- 
tion which would prohibit the copying of a cremation urn, designed especially for 
deceased military personnel. A prohibition similar to that in effect for the duplica- 
tion of medals and badges has been asked in order that the bronze urn, designed 
under the supervision of Mr. Arthur E. Dubois, the Army’s heraldic expert, will not be 
duplicated for any other purpose but to contain the remains of former members of the 
Armed Forces. 


May Unify Prep Schools—The Army and Navy are giving consideration to the 
consolidation of the U.S. Military Academy Preparatory School at Stewart Field, 
N. Y., and the U.S. Naval Academy Preparatory School at Newport, R. I. The schools 
prepare enlisted personnel for entrance to the academies. The facility at Stewart 
Field is to be closed down this year and a study has been undertaken relative to the 
possible establishment of a single school at Newport. 


Provost Marshal General—Maj. Gen. E. P. Parker, The Provost Marshal General, 
will visit Corps of Military Police ROTC units on fhe West Coast for the first time 
during the course of a trip to the Fourth and Sixth Army Areas this month. General 
Parker’s tentative schedule calls for him to leave Washington 13 Feb. and return 
24 Feb., with stops for informal inspections of the CMP-ROTC units at Loyola Uni- 
versity, New Orleans, La.; the University of Texas, Austin, Tex.; the University of 
California, Berkeley, Calif.; and San Jose State Teachers College, San Jose, Calif. He 
also plans to visit Fourth Army Headquarters at San Antonio, Sixth Army Head- 
quarters at San Francisco, and Ft. Sill, Okla. 


Army Finance Department—Maj. Gen. Eugene M. Foster, Chief of Finance, 
addressed the students of the Industrial College of the Armed Forces at Ft. Lesley 
J. McNair, 1 Feb., on the subject “Aid to Contractors.” Col. Joseph C. Kovarik, former- 
ly Finance Officer, New York FOUSA, Brooklyn, N. Y., is currently a patient at 
Walter Reed General Hospital. Lt. Col. Glenn C. Asbury, FD-Res., is currently on 
a short tour of active duty training in the office of the Chief of Finance for the 
purpose of assisting in the preparation of training material for use by Finance per- 
sonnel of the Organized Reserve Corps. 


Navy Slang Barred—Navy men must drop slang terms which distinguish “the 
black shoe” officers from the aviators, and the “trade school boys” from the Reserves, 
if the Navy is to achieve unification within its own ranks, according to a Navy 
Public Relations News Letter. Because Naval Aviators wear brown shoes, they have 
long referred to all non-aviators as “black shoes,” and Naval Academy graduates 
are called “trade school boys.” Marines are labelled “seagoing bellhops” and “gyrenes,” 
the aviators are spoken of as “fly-fly boys” and “airedales,” and line officers who came 
up from the ranks are known as “mustangs.” 

The News Letter, published weekly “by authority of the Secretary of the Navy 
to inform flag and other ranking officers, commanding officers, executive and staff 
officers of current policies .. .,” states that “there has been much talk of late about 
unification of the armed forces but not enough has been done inside the Navy about 
unifying our own service. 

“The Navy, the only service represented on land, on the sea and in the air, must 
realize the necessity of carrying on a unification program internally. The need for 
unification within our own service—in keeping with principles and practices ever 
since the Navy was organized—is of greater importance today than ever before. 

“All of us in the Navy must avoid using such terms as black shoe Navy, trade 
school boys, mustangs, airedales, gyrenes, seagoing bellhops (sailors) etc. 

“There should be no discrimination between reserve and regulars. The reserves 
are an integral part of the Navy, and no distinction should be made between USN 
and USNR personnel.”

There is a belief among some members 
of the committee that perhaps funds used for the’ Missouri would better be utilized 
in the reactivation of a carrier.

Inactivate Air Station 


The Navy has revealed that another 
Naval air base, near Jacksonville, Fla. 
will be inactivated under the current Na- 
val aviation cutbacks. 

In November, last year, the Navy an- 
nounced that it would be forced to in- 
activate the Naval Air Facility at 
Charlestown, R. I., and reduce five other 
bases to maintenance status. All are to be 
effected before the end of this month. 

The reductions also included the de- 
commissioning of 35 Navy and Marine 
Corps air squadrons. 

Cecil Field, a wartime auxiliary air sta- 
tion, was originally inactivated in Janu- 
ary 1948, and subsequently reactivated in 
November of that year when funds per- 
mitted an expansion of Naval air fa- 
cilities. 

Two carrier air groups, CVG-1 and 
CVG-17, and one fleet aircraft service 
squadron based af the air station will be 
transferred to the Naval Air Station at 
Jacksonville. Each of the air groups is 
composed of five squadrons.

Col. Ralph Willcox Kingman, USA-Ret. 


Col. Ralph W. Kingman second son of 
General Dan Christie Kingman and 
Eugenia Jennings died at his lime grove 
home, “Together” Kingman Road Home- 
stead, Fla. on 2 Feb. 

Born July 9, 1880 at the U. S. Military 
Academy, West Point, N. Y. Colonel King- 
man graduated from the University of Ten- 
nessee where he was a member of the Kappa 
Alpha Fraternity In 1902 and was commis- 
sloned second lieutenant of Infantry. 

In 1906 Lt. Kingman married Katharine 
Mortimer Cochran, daughter of Col. Melville

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Navy Modernizes Carrier 


The USS Kearsarge, one of two Essex 
class aircraft carriers scheduled for 
modernization this year, is en route from 
the Atlantic to the Puget Sound Naval 
Shipyard, Bremerton, Wash., where the 
work will be done. She is scheduled to 
arrive at Bremerton on 23 Feb., after 
passage via the Panama Canal. 

The other aircraft carrier scheduled for 
moderniztion this year is the USS Leyte, 
which will go to the Naval Shipyard, 
Portsmouth, Va., sometime in the spring.

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Procurement Report 

The scattering of military procurement 
throughout the Nation’s economy is an 
integral part of any security planning, 
General Joseph T. McNarney, USAF, de- 
clared this week. 

General McNarney has been supervis- 
ing the Department of Defense economy 
program. He spoke before the National 
Security Industrial Assoclation luncheon 
in Washington. 

“Military procurement of goods and 
services touches every segment of our in- 
dustry, agriculture and commerce,” Gen- 
eral McNarney declared. “There is scarce- 
ly an item of American production or 
manufacture which is not represented in 
the long List of purchases and every effort 
is made to give small business equal op- 
portunity to participate in defense busi- 
ness. 

“This ts properly so,” General McNar- 
ney continued, “because, in providing the 
means of modern war, the whole struc- 
ture of economic society is promptly in- 
volved; and in maintaining military 
strength for possible war emergency, it 
is imperative that the whole structure 
be prepared and trained to give us the 
best balance between military striking 
force and the reservoir of men, mate- 
rials and machinery and morale upon 
which the active fighting force must de- 
pend to resist sudden attack and to see 
a global war through to final victory.” 

As a result of unification, General Mc- 
Narney reported, “we expect that our 
posture of defense will be improved in 
1951 and, progressively, in the years to 
follow; for we can expect to get rid of 
things we do not need and thereby have 
more dollars to spend for the things we 
really want such as more combat man- 
power, more and better equipment, more 
effective reserves in both manpower and 
equipment, more and better weapons and 
aircraft, and vastly improved training 
and readiness for any emergency.” 





Stockpiling Report Issued 

The Munitions Board, in its semi-annual 
report to Congress on stockpiling for the 
last half of 1949, announced that by 30 
June nearly 4 per cent in dollar value 
of the materials called for in the present 
program will be on hand or under con- 
tract. 

Good progress has been achieved dur- 
ing the past 18 months in adding material 
to the stockpile, the report states. Ma- 
terials on hand 31 Dec. amounted to 30.4 
per cent of the total value of the current 
goal of $3,773,000,000. An additional 11.1 
per cent was under contract, making 41.5 
per cent on hand or under contract. Ap- 
propriations now available will bring the 
level of the stockpile on hand to 41.2 per 
cent by 30 June, at which time the total 
on hand or under contract will be 53.7 
per cent. 
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Jobless Hit Peak 


The Census Bureau this week reported 
that unemployment during January 
reached a total of 4,480,000, the greatest 
number of jobless for any month since 
September 1941. This is about seven per 
cent of the total labor force. 

There were employed during the month 
56,947,000 civilians and 1,408,000 members 
of the Armed Forces. The total estimated 
labor force of the country is 62,835,000. 
Some concern has been expressed be- 
cause the number of jobs has been de- 
clining for the past year, while the num- 
ber of job seekers has risen with the 
growth of population. 

However, Secretary of Commerce 
Charles Sawyer sees nothing alarming in 
the situation. He regards the high unem- 
ployment as seasonal, pointing to the fact 
that bad weather in many parts of the 
country was curtailing construction and 
farm activities. Layoffs after the Christ- 
mas holidays in the retail trade also ac- 
counted for loss of jobs. He noted, in con- 
trast with last year, that factory em- 
ployment did not appear to be materially 
affected. 

Mr. Sawyer told Congress that Amert- 
can business had safely weathered the 
dificult postwar period, without experi- 
encing the major decline so frequently 
predicted. He said the transition from a 
sellers’ to a buyers’ market had been 
achieved without occasioning a serious 
readjustment. 

Government officials are of the opinion 
that the current high unemployment rate 
will continue through February, but that 
there will be considerable expansion of 
job opportunities in the early spring.

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Urges Strong Merchant Marine 


Past experience should have demon- 
strated that a merchant marine over 
which we have control, well-balanced for 
all the services required, is mandatory, 
J. Lewis Luckenbach, newly elected 
Chairman of the Board of Managers, de- 
clared recently on the occasion of the 
88th annual meeting of the American 
Bureau of Shipping. “Let us not blind 
ourselves with the thought that we may 
look to others for help in a national emer- 
gency, as in the past that type of thinking 
has cost us many dollars and much 
human sacrifice, which cannot be ex- 
pressed in dollars,” Mr. Luckenbach 
warned, 

It may be recalled that Frazer A. 
Bailey, President of the National Federa- 
tion of American Shipping, stressed 
identical importance in warning against 
the suggestion that the United States 
should rely in substantial measure upon 
foreign flag ships for the carriage of 
personnel and logistics in the event of 
another war. In addressing the National 
Security Commission of the American 
Legion, Mr. Bailey cited that the record 
discloses that during World War II the 
U. S. obtained from Allies and friendly 
neutrals 110 vessels of 715,000 deadweight 
tons, while transferring to Allies and 
friendly neutrals under Lend-Lease some 
643 vessels of more than 5,500,000 dead- 
weight tons. Thus the ratio is approxt- 
mately 8 to 1 in tonnage.

Navigation Training 

Regular Air Force pilots will begin 
navigational training at the Air Training 
Command’s Navigator School at Elling- 
ton AFB, Houston, Tex. on 21 Feb. The 
pilots, who must be company grade off- 
cers, will begin training with Class 51-B, 
10 weeks after the beginning date. 

The training will be on a voluntary 
basis for interested Regular Air Force 
officers, who will be selected from the 
various major commands. This specialized 
training ties in with the new Air Force 
concept of dual or triple purpose rated 
officers, and apparently offers excellent 
opportunities for operational commands 
in later years. 

Beginning with Class 51-B, the program 
will be a continuing one, with monthly 
selections of qualified Regular company 
grade officers from the various com- 
mands. During the 10 weeks period which 
is omitted from the pilots’ training, the 
Aviation Cadets will partake of funda- 
mental navigation and military training. 
The Navigators’ training course will be 
shortened by 10 weeks for the Regular 
Air Force pilots, since it is felt that such 
rated personnel already possess the basic 
navigational training that will be en- 
countered during this period.

Army has approved 11,590 units and 1802 
are under construction, with another 
3,500 quarters under consideration for 
future approval. The Air Force has ap- 
proved 6242 units and 17,702 additional 
quarters to be built under the Wherry 
Act have been proposed. The Navy has 
approved 13,343 units and expects the 
program ultimately to reach 20,000 

quarters. 

Determination of the committee to 
press for maximum utilization of the 
Wherry Act was reflected in Chairman 
Vinson’s instruction to General Larkin to 
have prepared an amendment which 
would restrict employment of funds in the 
public works bill to sites where the 
Wherry Act has been usd to the fullest 
extent possible. 

It was stressed by General Larkin, Maj. 
Gen. Aaron Bradshaw, jr., and Lt. Col. W. 
W. Lapsley, Army witnesses, that high 
rents and the need for construction in 
certain isolated areas where building 
costs would make rents “prohibitive” re- 
quire authorization for Federal construc- 
tion to supplement privately-built facili- 
ties. 

Analysis of Army housing project justi- 
fications discloses that even with maxi- 
mum Wherry Act housing approved or 
under consideration and with the addi- 
tional units sought in H.R, 7008, serious 
shortages would continue to harass mili- 
tary personnel. 

For example, at Ft. Benning, Ga., the 
ultimate housing requirement is set at 
5421 family quarters, with only 1213—605 
of them temporary—presently existing, 
plus 800 Wherry Act units to be built. 
Thus there remain unhoused 3408 eligible 
personnel. The public works bill seeks 
$6,204,000 for 376 family quarters at Ft. 
Benning. 

At Ft. Bragg, where $6,666,000 is asked 
for 404 family quarters, the ultimate re- 
quirement is 13,749, with 1752 existing and 
1000 to be built under the Wherry Act. 

To relieve the critical housing shortage 
at Ft. Richardson, Alaska, the bill asks 
$3,038,800 for 87 family quarters, where 
the ultimate requirement is 3574 and only 
201 units are available. Another 128 
quarters are planned with savings made 
during Fiscal Year 1949, but even with 
passage of the new authorization, only 
116 per cent of eligible personnel would 
be living in permanent construction 
quarters. 

“The Army reported that personnel in 
this area spend an average of $50 a month 
traveling to and from their duties and are 
paying from $50 to $250 a month for off- 
post quarters. 

Overall Army housing allocation in the 
authorization bill is $39,171,000 for 2374 
sets of housing in continental United 
States and the $3,038,800 for the Alaskan 
construction. 


Other Housing Developments 


Top-level military indignation over 
housing conditions in the Pacific was 
voiced this week in Honolulu by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. Service housing in 
Alaska, Guam, Okinawa, Kwajalein and 
Japan was described as “military slums” 
by General Omar N. Bradley, USA, JCS 
Chairman, 

General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF 
Chief of Staff said he was “horrified” by 
some of these housing situations and add- 
ed that “we talk about slum clearance at 
home but finds conditions for troops in 
Alaska and elsewhere much worse.” 

Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, Chief of 
Naval Operations, maintained that in- 
adequate housing was handicapping shore

U. S. COAST GUARD 








NOAST GUARD aviation will receive 51 

new planes during fiscal year 1951 
at a cost of $12,629,000, if Congress 
approves funds asked in the President’s 
budget. Twenty-nine aircraft would re- 
place present equipment, while an addi- 
tional 22 planes would be added. 

To a House Appropriations subcommit- 
tee, Coast Guard representatives ex- 
plained that present aviation equipment, 
almost all of which was acquired during 
the war, needs to be replaced. 

At the present time, the Coast Guard 
has a total of 112 aircraft, of which 79 
are operating, and 33 in overhaul status. 

Coast Guard Reserve 

Unless Congress approves funds for 
Coast Guard Reserve pay, sought in the 
fiscal year 1951 budget, officers and en- 
listed personnel will be handicapped in 
qualifying for retired pay benefits under 
Public Law 810, provided for Army, Navy 
and Air Force reservists. The Coast 
Guard has asked $4,100,000 for Reserve 
activities, and has reported that this sum 
would probably reach $8,000,000 in 1952, 
when it is desired to have 2,469 officers 
and 26,645 enlisted men in reserve pay 
status. ... 
Ice Patrol Preparations 

The Coast Guard is preparing for the 
1950 International Ice Patrol. Coast 
Guard planes—PBY amphibians—have 
already made several reconnaissance 
flights over Greenland and Labrador 
waters, source of North Atlantic icebergs. 
When icebergs are in position to threaten 
shipping lanes, Coast Guard patrol 
planes — PB1G’s, converted B-17s — will 
make daily observation flights. In the 
meantime, the 180-foot oceanographic 
vessel Evergreen, based now at Boston, 
Mass., is scheduled to start making cur- 
rent charts off Newfoundland about 1 
Apr. The 213-foot seagoing tug Acushnet 
and 250-foot gunboat Mocoma will stand 
by at Portland, Me., and Miami, Fla., re- 
spectively, in the event an ocean surface 
patrol is necessary. In that case they will 
base at the Naval Operating Base, 
Argentia, Newfoundland. 

Special Fitness Reports 

Under the current officer procurement 

program approximately 170 officers were 


commissioned from the U. S. Merchant 
Marine, Coast Guard Reserve, Naval Re- 
serve, or civilian colleges. With the ex- 
ception of those officers who were former 
Coast Guard Reserve officers and are now 
permanent, all of the 170 officers are in 
a two-year probationary period, 

In order that a close check may be 
made of their progress, commanding offi- 
cers are being directed to submit a fit- 
ness report on each officer in the above 
categories as of the last day of each 
quarter. In the case of those former Coast 
Guard Reserve officers who are now 
permanent, although they are not in a 
probationary status, the same type of 
fitness report will be submitted.

Originally scheduled for completion in 
mid-Feb., the 398-unit Crestview housing 
project at Wiesbaden AFB, Germany, will 
be ready for occupancy next month, the 
delay resulting from unfavorable weath- 
er. 


In Munich, Germany, a 476-unit Air 
Force housing project is under way—said 
to be the largest postwar housing con- 
struction in the European Command. 

Within sight of the Pentagon, 54 Air 
Force officers have received notices from 
the Military District of Washington that 
they are to vacate two and three-bedroom 
apartments at Arlington Farms, where 
Army and Air Force personnel were oc- 
cupying 316 units. 

The huge 800-unit housing project at 
Ft. Bliss, Tex., was begun 30 Jan., as 
Maj. Gen. J. L. Homer turned the first 
spadeful of ground. Brig. Gen. Robert W. 
Berry, chairman of the Ft. Bliss Housing 
Board, manned a bulldozer during the 
ceremonies. Construction cost is esti- 
mated at $7,371,206, to provide 124 quad- 
ruplex apartments, 58 duplexes and 188 
homes for approximately 4,000 persons. 

At Quantico, Va., an “appalling” hous- 
ing situation was gaining widespread at- 
tention following testimony of Comdr. 
James Davis, USN, public works officer, 
before a committee of the Virginia Gen- 
eral Assembly. The conditions at Quan- 
tico may lead to a Congressional investi- 
gation. 

Plans for construction of 350 rental 
units at Ft. Belvoir, Va., have been ap- 
proved by the Military District of Wash- 
ington.

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Fighter Group Names 

The Air Force has announced it has 
changed the basic designations of its 
fighter groups to indicate more clearly 
the primary mission of each group. 

Orders have been Iiseued reclassify- 
ing USAF fighter groups as fighter- 
interceptor, fighter-bomber, | fighter-all 
weather, and fighter-escort units. 

The mission of the fighter-interceptor 
groups is to serve as local defense weap- 
ons or defense against enemy bombers 
or attack aircraft. 

Fighter-interceptor aircraft are char- 
acterized by very high rate of climb, high 

and relatively short endurance. 

The fighter-bombers will operate within 
enemy territory against enemy aircraft 
and ground targets, and in close support 
of surface forces. 

Fighter-all weather aircraft are re- 
quired to operate during inclement 
weather and at night. The planes are 
equipped with latest type radio and radar 
navigational aids to permit missions un- 
der adverse weather conditions, 

The mission of the fighter-escorts wil 
be, as the name signifies, escorts for 
bombers, The group will have long-range 
aircraft and will be required to operate 
deep in enemy territory.

ices, motion pictures and post exchanges; 
(2) providing the facilities to house or 
otherwise enable these programs to 
operate; (3) training personnel at the 
Special Services School and at special 
clinics to carry out the programs. In 
addition, Special Services is responsible 
for liaison with civilian community wel- 
fare agencies concerned with off-post wel- 
fare, recreation and entertainment for 
military personnel such as the USO, and 
for coordination and cooperation with the 
President’s Civilian Committee on Re 
ligion and Welfare in the Armed Forces. 

The entire program is based on the 
premise that the soldier as an 
dividual is entitled to have readily 
available those wholesome activities 
he has Been accustomed to in ci- 
vilian life; that such programs help 
to develop high morale and assist 
the soldier achieve contentment and 
satisfaction in his Army life. In short, 
that a soldier must find wholesome satis- 
faction in his role as a soldier off duty 
as well as on duty if he is to fill his 
potential of military strength and con- 
tinue to be “the best soldier in the 
world.” 

President Truman, in creating his 
Civilian Committee on Religion and Wel- 
fare in the Armed Forces, in September, 
1948, stated that he was most anxious 
that the government take all practical 
steps to safeguard the religious, moral, 
educational and recreational welfare of 
the personnel of the Armed Forces. He 
said he was convinced that the spiritual 
and moral health of the Armed Forces 
is a vital element in our national 
security; that together with a universal 
understanding of the principles of citizen- 
ship and American democracy, it consti- 
tutes the bedrock on which security and 
the success of the military preparedness 
stands. 

In his Executive Order of 27 October, 
1948, formally setting up his committee, 
the President said: “It is hereby declared 
to be the policy of the government to 
encourage and promote all religious, 
moral and recreational welfare and 
character guidance of persons in the 
Armed Forces and thereby to enhance 
the military preparedness of the nation.” 

Thus, the Commander in Chief of the 
Armed Forces not only put his stamp of 
approval on the Special Services program 
but strengthened the Army’s contention 
that the soldier’s sense of well-being is 
so important today that the improvement 
of the strictly extra-curricular activities 
must continue on a broad front. 

The American Army has been aware of 
this fact since its earliest days, but until 
recent years the efforts for the welfare 
of the soldier progressed gradually and 
slowly—and sometimes in a haphazard 
manner. Actually, it took a whole series 
of wars, including two world wars, for 
this conviction to be brought to fruition 
through the Office of the Chief of Special 
Services, Department of the Army, and 
its three-pronged operation, Army Rec- 
reational Service, Army and Air Force 
Motion Picture Service and Army and 
Air Force Exchange Service. 

If we may be permitted a brief retro- 
spective review of Army recreation and 
entertainment it may be of interest to 
our readers to consider the situation dur- 
ing World War L It was during that con- 
flict that the need for an organization 
to provide certain types of on-post rec- 
reation and welfare services was first 
realized and steps taken to that end. 

With the development of the large 
Army of 1917, it became immediately 
apparent that such an aggregation of 
men required many types of off-duty rec- 
reation, entertainment and welfare serv- 
ices not normally provided as a part of 
Army life. The need was so overwhelm- 
ingly apparent that many private civilian 
agencies—the Knights of Columbus, the 
Red Cross, the YMCA, YWCA, the Ameri- 
can Library Association, the Jewish 
Welfare Board and others—rushed to 
provide them and the American public 
gave liberally to support their work. 
While these agencies performed a great 
service, there was no organization to co- 
ordinate the work, duplication of some 








programs and lack of others resulted. 

In 1918, Dr. Raymond B. Fosdick, 
Chairman of the War Department Com- 
mission on Training Camp Activities, was 
sent to Europe with a committee to study 
morale conditions in the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces. In his report of 1919 
to Secretary of War Newton D. Baker, 
he made the following recommendation: 

“I believe that we have reached a 
point in the development of much of this 
social work with the armed forces where 
it can safely be entrusted to the govern- 
ment to operate ...I am strongly of 
the opinion that the leisure time program 
of the Army of the future can best be 
carried on by the Army itself, whether 
it be in posts or cantonments . . . There 
is no logical reason why all this work 
which the societies have been conducting 
and which is intimately related to the 
morale of the troops should be left to 
the direction and ability of private agen- 
cies, collecting their funds from private 
sources ... Morale is as important as 
ammunition and is just as legitimate a 
charge against the public treasury.” 

The further broad scope of activities 
recommended by Dr. Fosdick at that time 
and by the late General Edward Munson, 
who headed a short-lived Morale Branch, 
created in 1919, formed the blueprint for 
the Office of the Chief of Special Services 
as it exists today. During the years inter- 
vening between World War I and World 
War II, the development of this program 
with a few exceptions was hampered by 
lack of funds. The exceptions included 
athletics, mostly for physical condition- 
ing, which became a recognized Army 
activity by general Order No. 241 in 
1918; “hostess houses” (now known as 
Service Clubs), established in 1919; Army 
Motion Picture Service, in 1921 and Army 
Library Service, in 1921. 

But the famous “Fosdick Reports” were 
not forgotten. The Mobilization Regula- 
tions of 1939 stated that “the status of 
morale in any command will be influenced 
to a high degree by the establishment and 
maintenance of proper facilities for mili- 
tary recreation and welfare work.” 

During the emergency preceding World 
War II, a Morale Division was set up in 
The Adjutant General’s Office, in July, 
1940. Renamed the Morale Branch, it was 
transferred in March, 1941, to the Army 
Chief of Staff's Office, and the Army Ex- 
change Service was then established, 
combining the individual stores that had 
been operating since 1895. The Branch 
was renamed “Special Services” early in 
1942; in March of that year it was re- 
designated Office of the Chief of Special 
Services, and on July 20, 1942, became 
a staff Division of Services of Supply, 
functioning under the Assistant Chief of 
Staff for Personnel and was redesignated 
Special Services Division. On November 
11, 1943, as Special Services Division, it 
combined into a group Army Recreational 
Service, Army €xchange Service and 
Army Motion Picture Service under Army 
Service Forces, War Department. At that 
time it was divorced from previous addi- 
tional functions of troop information and 
education, retaining the recreation, en- 
tertainment, library functions in addition 
to post exchanges. Early in January, 
1947, under the name of the Office of the 
Chief of Special Services it became an 
administrative agency of the Department 
of the Army, continuing as such today. 

Thus, the machinery was chronologi- 
cally established by which this vast Army 
recreation, entertainment and welfare 
program is supervised and directed today 
by the Office of the Chief of Special Serv- 
ices. Special Services’ success in develop- 
ing a broad program of on-post services 
for the first time in World War II re- 
sulted in continuation of programs that 
now pay off in big dividends of contented, 
high-spirited soldiers, many of whom 
have chosen the Army as their life-time 
careers. 

At Special Services headquarters in 
Washington, D. C., a small staff of spe- 
cialists in Army Recreational Service and 
Army and Air Force Motion Picture 
Service work on policy, procedures, plans 
and procurement matters for the recrea- 
tional and entertainment program that 
effects the leisure time of all American 
soldiers and airmen wherever they are 
stationed—from Germany to Japan, from 
Trieste to Okinawa and back to the 
United States, crisscrossing from Alaska 
to Texas, California to New York. Simi- 
larly, in New York at headquarters of 





the Army and Air Force Exchange Serv- 
ice, business specialists are constantly 
working to improve the exchange system. 
The Special Services School, Ft. Mon- 
mouth, N. J., trains Special Services Offi- 
cers, Exchange Officers and Civilian 
Exchange Managers to carry out the 
program in the field. 

Special Services Officers are detailed 
to Special Services for three-year periods. 
They wear special insignia consisting of 
three crossed gold lances superimpused 
upon a green enamel wreath of victory. 
The lances—symbol of recreation among 
the knights of old—represent the three 
components of Special Services. Assign- 
ment of officers to the field are accom- 
plished through requisitions from local 
commanders to the Chief of Special Serv- 
ices. Other officers may be assigned to 
Special Services duties by local com- 
manders. 

Today, available Special Services pro- 
grams are as varied as the diversified in- 
terests and tastes of the individual 
soldier. Service Clubs at all posts form 
the backbone of the program and provide 
games, dances, radio and music-listening, 
reading, writing, singing and theatrical 
programs. Operated by carefully-selected 
women recreational directors, the clubs 
provide the “home” or “club” atmosphere 
and combine the best features of the 
corner drugstore, the civilian club and 
the good community center. 

Libraries operated by professional 
women librarians, offer the latest books 
and magazines. A Short Story Contest, 
initiated by our Library Branch, which 
ends this month (November) at the De- 
partment of the Army level, has stimu- 
lated hundreds of literary-minded mili- 
tary people to exercise their creative 
ability. 

Post Exchanges, providing items of con- 
venience and necessity, are at all posts, 
camps and stations. The latest motion 
pictures are shown in permanent and 
modern buildings. 

Hobby shops provide incentive for the 
soldier with talents—and stimulate inter- 
est in photography and crafts contests. 
The Army Crafts Contest exhibit, held 
recently in The Pentagon, was an ex- 
ample of the varied hobby interests of 
our soldiers, and displayed excellent 
creative items in leathercraft, plastics, 
metal, woodworking. Soldier Shows offer 
outlets and training for soldiers with 
theatrical ability. Increased music bene- 
fits, including a new program of Army 
barbershop quartet singing. Hit Kits of 
popular songs for overseas troops, re- 
cordings, musical instruments, dance 
bands, stimulate the cultural aspects. 

Rest and recreation centers, where 
soldiers may spend furloughs and enjoy 
the exhilaration and pleasures of real 
vacation spots, and organized recrea- 
tional tours to places of interest such as 
the tours to Switzerland, France, and 
other European countries, are other 
leisure-time benefits available for Ameri- 
can soldiers. 

Recreational sports play a big part in 
the off-duty lives of our soldiers. Special 
Services’ “Sports for All” program, pro- 
motes participation in some sport by all 
soldiers. In several competitive sports, 
leagues and tournaments start at the post 
level and spiral up through the echelons 
of command, culminating in All-Army 
and Inter-Service tournaments. Success 
of .the 1949 All-Army championship 
tournaments in boxing, bowling, tennis, 
golf and baseball, has led to the addition 
of volleyball to the 1950 list. Each of the 
seven major Army commands in the 
United States will serve as host to one of 
these 1950 tournaments, which are ex- 
pected to draw “star” participants from 
most of the major overseas and U. S. 
commands, similar to the 1949 events. 
These competitive games develop initia- 
tive, team spirit and leadership—qualities 
of vital importance in today’s Army. 

It is important to stress that this vast 
recreational-entertainment program is 
financed largely through funds provided 
by the self-supporting Army and_ Air 
Force Exchange Service and the Army 
and Air Force Motion Picture Service. 
Actually, 85% of this world-wide opera- 
tion is thus financed with only 15% of 
the money coming from the American 
taxpayer. Army Special Services receives 
only one twenty-third of one per cent of 
the monies appropriated by the Congress 
for the Army, yet it has been able to 





endow richly the soldier sons and daugh- 
ters of America with recreational bene. 
fits that may help direct their whole lives 
into wholesome channels, in addition to 
providing the Army with more satisfied, 
contented soldiers. 

It is our firm belief that Special Sery. 
ices, in providing wholesome and interest. 
ing surroundings for the American 
soldier, is contributing to his moral 
health, is making him more contented 
and a better soldier and is thus helping 
to insure our military preparedness and 
our national security. 


Develop Air-to-Air Rocket 

A powerful new aircraft rocket, the 
“Mighty Mouse,” has been developed by 
the Navy for air-to-air combat. 

The first successful rocket of its kind, 
the Mighty Mouse is small enough to be 
carried in quantity by its mother aircraft, 
yet fast and powerful enough to destroy 
any known plane with a direct hit, the 
Navy said. 

Developed by the Bureau of Naval 
Ordnance, it was specifically built for use 
on modern, high-speed aircraft against 
other high-speed planes. The new rocket 
has far greater speed and range than the 
aircraft rockets developed during the last 
war. 

It was successfully test-fired by a Navy 
attack plane, the Douglas AD Skyraider, 
at the Naval Ordnance Test Station, 
Inyokern, Calif., where it was developed. 

Designed for use with a new-type air- 
plane rocket launcher now under devel- 
opment by the Navy, the air-to-air missile 
is built with folding fins, which reduce 
air resistance on the mother plane and 
increase the carrying capacity of the 
launcher. It will undergo additional 
collaborating tests by the Navy and Air 
Force. 





Services Need Nurses 

A Senate Armed Services subcommittee 
was told this week that the Armed 
Forces need more nurses, particularly in 
the Regular service. 

Testifying as principal witnesses on 
legislation to amend the Army-Navy 
Nurse Corps Act of 1947 to liberalize age 
limits for Regular appointments and 
longevity credits for certain medical de- 
partment personnel, Maj. Gen. C. E. 
Byers, USA, Maj. Gen. R. W. Bliss, USA, 
and Capt. Verena Zeller, USAF, reported 
that whereas the Army and Air Force 
require 5,027 nurses, only 4,669 are now 
on active duty, of whom less than 1,300 
are Regulars. 

It was stated that if age limits were 
raised for regular appointment, about 750 
Army and Air Force Reserve nurses 
would apply for Regular commissions and 
that an estimated 300 additional nurses 
would be obtained for the Regular Navy. 

The bill would raise the Army and Alr 
Force age limit for nurses seeking Regt 
lar appointments to 35, plus the number 
of years of active Federal service, while 
the Navy age limitation would be raised 
to 40. 

It was stated that of the 62,000 nurses 
who served in the war, an additional 
10,000 would be made eligible for Regular 
commissions if the legislation is appro

Concern for Dependent Care 

Chairman Carl Vinson (D. Ga.) of the 
House Armed Services Committee this 
week reiterated his concern for the cot 
tinuation of medical care for dependents 
of military personnel. 

During hearings on public works and 
housing construction legislation, Ch 
man Vinson noted that the Department 
of Defense plans to cut to approximately 
5,000 the number of hospital beds avail 
able for dependents. 

“If we don’t make ample provision for 
dependent care,” said Representative Vin 
son, “there will be a serious effect on the 
morale of the Services.”
